The O'Shea Diverce Case. 
By Cable and Associated Press. 


Lonpon, Nov. 15.—The trial of the 
O'Shea divorce case was opened this 
morning before a special jury. Par- 
nell, the ce-respondent was not re- 
ported by the counsel. O’Shea was 
the only prominent figure present. 

Mrs. ©’Shea’s counsel said he did 
not intend to cross examine any wit- 
nesses or call any in behaif of Mrs. 
O’Shea or take any part in the pro- 
ceedings. This collapse by the de- 
fense caused an immense sensation 
aud involves the condemndtion of Par- 
nell to pay the costs. 

Coward briefly opened the case for 
the petitioner. He said as he under- 
stood the case the respondent denied 
that she committed adultery, as did 
also the co-respondent. The respond- 
ent further alleged that the petitioner 
connived at her adultery and willfully 
separated himself from her. 

Lockwood, Mrs. O’Shea’s counsel, 
said he would not cross-examine 
any of the witnesees for the petitioner. 
He would not call any witnesses in 
behalf of Mrs. O’Shea, nor take any 
part in the proceedings. 

Clarke of the counsel for Captain 


ment seriously altered the position, 
now that neither Parnell nor Mrs. 
O’Shea would take part in the case. 
It was therefore undefended that con- 
tinuous acts of adultery have been 
committed by the respondent and co- 
respondent, and would be placed be- 
yond a doubt. Witness would prove 
that while respondeut was visiting in 
Bedford Square she was visited by 
Parnell, who went under the name of 
Smith, and at another house he vis- 
ited her as Stuart. On one occasion 
he had escaped by the balcony to 
avoid O’Shea, The respondent and 
Parnell actitally lived together at 
Eastbourne and Brockley. Parnell 
would not face the evidence, and he 
allowed judgment to go by default 
because he dared not come to the 
witness box. He did not wonder at 
Parnell's refusal to answer the charges 
of faithlessness and falsehood, and the 
betrayal of the friendship of the man 
who had trusted him. 

O’Shea stood for Parliament in 1880. 
He was then introduced to Parnell, 
who dined with him and Mrs, O’Shea, 
Mrs. Steele being one of the party. 
Nothing excited O’Shea’s suspicions 
until 1881, when Parnell visited re- 
spondent at Eltham. His indignation 
over Parnell’s approaches to his wife 
led O’Shea to send a challenge. Mrs. 
Steele saw Parnell, who assured her 
there was no ground for his jealous 
suspicions. The petition for divorce, 
he said, was filed in December last. 

Parnell then put in a simple denial 
and counter-charges against tle hus- 
band, alleging that he committed 
adultery with a number of persons, 
including her own sister, Mrs. Steele. 
She also charged him with cruelty, 
and having connived at her adultery 
for a series of years. 

This plea almost amounted to a 
confession of adultery. The husband 
would be able absolutely to disprove 
everything it is possible to t 
against him. He could show t arge 
of connivance is groundless; that 
when O’Shea first heard of the inti- 
macy, challenged Parnell toa duel. 
Mrs. Steels afterwards secured affec- 
tionate relations between O'Shea and 
his wife. Parnell was again invited 
to Eltham. In 1882, after Parnell was 
released from Kilmainham he re- 
newed his visits to Eliham and almost 
habitaally slept there. Parnell used 
to drive from Parliament to Eltham, 
and Mrs. O’Shea would go down stairs 
to meet him. Sometimes he slept 
away from the house when Parnell 
was not there. O’Shea wrote to his 
wife, remonstrating against these 
visits and furious scenes occurred be-

New York, Nov. 15.—Stocks opened 
active and excited; Northern Pacific 
went up two points, but on rumors of 
financial trouble in London, prices de- 
clined. The market is row active, 
excited and weak. Atchison is 45 
lower than last night. 

Private cablegrams received before 
the opening of the stock exchange, an- 
nouncing the troubles of Baring Bros., 
and stating that the Bank of England 
and the Rothschilds and others had 
taken up the accounts of Baring Bros., 
amounting to £15,000,000, created a 
profound sensation. A conference of 
brokers was at once held, and it was 


MONETARY TROUBLES: 


The city has passed through a crisis 
verging upon a panic, but the worst is 
over. The Bank of England by prompt 
action, has averted a lamentable 
catastrophe by providing vast rein- 
forcementa to its stock of gold to meet 
the exceptional demands, and also 
prevented the downfall of one of the 
greatest and most respected English 
financial houses, which if it had fallen 
would have brought down widespread 


ruin to a large number of smailer but 
im portant firms. 
At the close, prices showed frac- 


tional advances for must of the Amer- 
ican stocks. 

Boston, Nov. 15.—Kddder, Peabody 
& Co were asked for information re- 
garding the reported liquidation of 
Baring Bros., and their own business 
connection therewith. They stated 
that on Thursday they had no inform- 
ation of such a step on the part of 
their London correspondents, and on 
that day sold cable transfers to large 
amounts, one being for £60,000. 

Yesterday they suspected everything 


was not right, and this morning the 


New York branch of Kidder, Peabody 
& Co. telegraphed that the Barings 
had gone into liquidation. This, of 
course, was a notification to stop 
drawing exchanges on them. It is 
evident that there need be no anxiety 
on the part of the creditors of the 
firm, as their assets are in excess of 
of their liabilities by probably £40,- 
000,000. Tney have been virtually 
currying an Argentine Republic loan 
and taking back the holdings of dis- 
satisfied customers to whom they sold 
parts thereof. 

Kidder, Peabody & Co. state that in

sudden shock. Asa result, prices for 
fiearly all active stocks opened above 
last night’s closing. 

At 11 A. u. a semi-panic prevailed ; 
prices gave way and the brokers are 
dismayed at the prospect. Lacka- 
wanna led the downward rush with a 
decline of 5 per cent. from 1321; to 
123'¢. Atchison sold down to 24, 
Rock Island to 61'¢ and sugar to 50, 
the lowest prices on record for those 
stocks. Canada Southern and other 
dividend payers were thrown over, aa 
well as other speculative stocks; Can- 
ada Southern dropped to 23. 

After 11:15 there was a rally, caused 
by the following cable from London: 
“The guarantee fund to the Baring 
Brothers & Company is stated to 
amount to ten millions sterling. The 
various financial banking and discount 
houses guaranteeing the accounts 
state that the crisis is over and a fail - 
ure has been averted.“ 

A scene of the wildest excitement 
and a positive panic existed in all 
portions of the list, and stocks were 
thrown over in the most reckless 
manner. The losses in the first hour 
exceeded anything seen since the 
present decline began. Everyone is 
tryin to sell out his holdings without 
regard to loss or gain. The dealings 
are simply enormous, and the rapidity 
with which quotations melted away 
is something unprecedented, there 
being no balt in the downward move- 
ment before the end of the hour. 
Kidder, Peabody & Co, agents for 
Baring Brothers & Co., London, say 
they have private advices from Lon- 
don that the trouble has been com- 
pletely arranged. The trouble was 
doubtless caused by dealing in Argen- 
tine securities. Our house in no way 
affected.

AN INTERESTING PAPER. 


Assessor Steddard’s Hepert te 
State SurveyerGeueral Jones. 
Assessor Stoddard has transmitted 

the following imteresting report to 

Surveyor-General Jones on the condi- 

tion of Washoe county. Mr. Stoddard 

makes some excellent suggestions 
which should be heeded : 


Reno, Nev., November 1, 1890. 

To Hon. J. £. Jones, or- 
General: I herewith transmit report 
for 1889 and 1890, which gives, as 
nearly as ible to obtain, the sta- 
tisties of this county. 

The year 1889 was 4 year of un- 

ted drouth. No white man, 

have been able to find, has ever ex- 
perienced such a scarcity of water in 
this county. This drouth was followed 
by the severest winter ever known 
since the county was first settled, and 
the two extremes coming together as 
y did created a hardship for all 
kinds of stock and wild game depen- 
dent upon the ranges for subsistance. 
I believe the loss of cattle in this 
county to have been 35 percent. The 
people will undoubtedly, by legisla- 
tion or otherwise, place themselves in 
a position to be prepared in the future 
for extreme drouth. The subject of 
“irrigation and storage of water“ is 
being, and has been, so thoronghly 
discussed that it is not necessary for 
me to say but little upon the subject. 

There js 65,000 acres of land in this 
county which can, by a system of 
storage of water at the head of the 
Truckee river and its tributaries, be 
brought into a state of cultivation. 
This, however, will cost many thous- 
ands of dollars, and it is doubtful if 
private capital will take the risk of 
investment. One great trouble is that 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company 
owns about half of this 65,000 acres, 
and if it takes no interest in this 
‘system of storage of water“ private 
capital will in from the invest- 
ment, unl he county, State or 
National Government can obtain con- 
trol of it by purchase from the railroad 
company. 

If the State of Nevada can do so, I 
believe they should purchase the rail- 
road land, also the — belonging to 
private parties who own in excess of 
160 acres; also phurchase the Donner 
Lake and other reservoir locations 
now owned by F. G. Newlands (and 


dispose of at reasonable prices); con- 
struct the canals and dispose of the 
land in small tracts and the water to 
settlers at cost. 

It is my belief that several thousand 
acres could be brought into a state of 
cultivation and settlement in Warm 
Springs and Lemmons’ Valleys by a 
system of artesian wells and reservoirs. 
No test of such system having been 
made in either place, it remains to be 
proven. A Board of Trade has been 
organized in the State with its head- 
vuarters at Reno, and it is to be hoped 
that it will advance the interests of 
the public welfare of our common- 
wealth, and in order to do so it will 
be obliged to make the first step to- 
wards it by promoting the interest of 
the farmer. 

A warehouse is about to be estab- 
lished in Reno for the storage of grain 
and wool. This will be of great ben- 
efit to our farmers and wool-growers, 
as our banks have indicated their 
willingness to make loans on all 
wheat and wool stored here. A prop- 


osition is also on foot to build a 
creamery. This will also be a great 


benefit to the farmers in this county, 
as they will then feed their hay, in- 
stead of depending upon outside mar- 
kets, and thereby establish a perma- 
nent price for it; and they will know 
this year what hay will be worth next 
year, and will govern themselves ac- 
cordingly. 

Notwithstandiny the extreme drouth 
and hard winter just past, Washoe 
county has been prosperous, and 
seems to be on the high road to per- 
manent prosperity. We need lower 
taxation more than anything else at 
present, and it is to be hoped that the 
coming Legislature will reduce the 
State taxes from 90 cents to at least 
60 cents, and reduce the expenses of 
the Government in proportion. Our 
State stands at the head of the list for 
high taxation and extravagant gov- 
ernment, and so long as this is true 
no capitalist will invest in canals, 
manufactories or anything else. We 
are about to find relief in a Constitu- 
tional Convention, and it is to be 
hoped that men of expeijence and 
brains, and not partisans, will 
called upon to frame the new Consti- 
tution ; otherwise we will be no better 
off than we are at present. 

We are ahead of our neighbor Cali- 
fornia in the uction of fruits and 
vegetables. do not know of any 
country that cen produce beiter ap- 
ples, pears, plums, and small fruits, 
or finer vegetables of every variety 
than Washoe county produces. In 
quality we certainly excel; quantity 
we are to improve upon. 

With prospect of the improve- 
mente—buiiding of warehouses, cream- 
eries, reduction works, and the con- 
struction of canals now in view, and 
already under way—we bave certainly 
a bright outlook for the future of 
Washoe county. Respectfully,

JOIN THE RANKS. 


Nevada, ae Auxiliary te a Sim- 
Har Organiastion at Chicago. 
On Thursday afternoon a number 
of ladies met by invitation at the res- 
idence of Miss Clapp and Miss Bab- 
cock for the purpose of forming a 
Queen Isabella association, located at 
Reno, auxiliary to the Queen Isabella 
Association of Chicago. The object of 
this association is to provide a tempo 
rary structure on the grounds at the 
World's Fair, which sball serve as 
the international social headquarters 
for women during the time of the Fair. 


Women visitors and exhibitors should 
have a resting place with comforts, 
conveniences — opportunity for con- 
ferences on the Exposition grounds. 
Such will be the Queen Isabella Pa- 
vilion. 

The circulars issued by the directors 
of the aseociation at Chicago read 
thus: That the . I. A. may secure 
one of the finest locations on the Fair 
grounds and build a handsome, com- 
modious structare well equipped for 
woman’s comfort, it is imperative that 
each send in one dollar immedia‘ely. 
She will receive in retnrn a certificate 
of membership signed by the Board of 
Directors, stamped with the seal of 
associations, noo - assessable, and 
which will give the privilege of the 
association and the benefits of the 
Queen Isabella Pavilion in 1393. 
Join now, to make the membership 
100,000 by May 1, 1891. Physicians 
and trained nurses will attend to 
emergency cases. A nursury and 
kindergarten will assist in the care of 
the children. All property and funds 
of the association at the close of the 
Fair will be at the disposal of the 
members by ballot.“ 

As it is further proposed by the 
association to erect a statue of (Queen 
Isabella, to be designed by Harriet 
Hosmer and to coste$25,000, an addi- 
tional clause in the circular states: 

„Fzve dollars will entitle the sender 
to one share of Statute Fund stock, to 
one certificate of membership and to 
one year’s subscription to the Queen 
Isabella Journal. At the close of 
said Exposition the statue of Queen 
Isabella shall belong to the share- 
holders and be subject absolutely to 
their control and disposal.’’

HEROISM OF SAVAGES. 


Remarkable Deeds of Native War- 
riors in Africa. 


The French in the Dark Continent Meet 

an Enemy Worth Fighting — Rather 

Than Surrender the Chief of a Tribe 
Blows His Men te Atoms. , 

Colonel Archinard, the French com- 
mander in the Soudan, publishes in the 
Paris papers an extraordinary story of 
the heroism of one of the tribes which 
he was obliged to fight. 

Ouosebougou is a citadel situated in 
the Kaarta. It is the place whieh en- 
abled King Amadon to keep up his com- 


munications between Moro and the 


Kingdom of Segon. In fact it was the 
key to the latter Kingdom, and, falling 
into the hands of the French, it secured 
for them the possession of that territory 
and won over to them the Bambaras 
tribes who were oppressed by Amadon. 
With twenty-seven Europeans, includ- 
ing officers, 265 Turcos, two mountain 
guns of eighty, and a number of Bam- 
baras, Colonel Archinard marched upon 
Ouosebougou. This queer-named place 
is an immense village in the center of a 
sandy country. Its walls are well forti- 
fied with battlements and numerous 
bastions, and outside the gates there 
are two redoubts. When the column 
arrived in front of it the black heads 
of the defenders appeared upon the 
walls, while the tabala or war call 
sounded continuously. Fire was opened 
by the two guns, and in about four 
hours a breach was made; but the 
d fenders seemed to care very little 
bout that breach, and many of them 
came coolly to examine it, after which 
they shouted defiantly at the invaders. 
At last the Bambaras made a dash upon 
the wells, which were situated at about 
200 meters from the village. It was ab- 
solutely necessary to get water, for the 
troops were suffering greatly from 
thirst. The defenders seemed to re- 
serve their cartridges for this good op- 
portunity, when they opened a fierce 
and rapid fire. Several of the Bambaras 
were shot down, but the others con- 
tinued to drink at the wells while the 
bullets whistled all around them. At 
four o’clock the defenders were massed 
near the breach, and notwithstanding 
continuous fire of musketry and artil- 
lery, which thinned their ranks percepti- 
bly, they seemed fully determined to 
continue the struggle. The Colonel 
gave the order to charge upon the 
breach. The two guns were worked 
with increased activity, and ceased fir- 
ing only when the column was within 
100 meters of the trench. Lieutenant 
Levasseur, with his Turcos, was the 
first to enter the breach. Then the 
fusillade became intense. The Turcos 
rushed into the village, but soon their 
advance was checked. Levasseur was 
wounded. Four Turcos took him to the 
rear, and in doing so two of them were 
killed. Two others immediately took 
their places and carried the Lieutenant 
to the ambulance. Captain Mangin 
took Levasseur's place, and he, too, fell 
mortally wounded. The attacking 
party remained at a standstill. Not 
another inch could they gain upon 
the defenders. This condition of affairs 
became embarrassing; so the Colonel 
threw all his reserves into the attack. 
The allies then became discouraged and 
ran. The Turcos maintained their posi- 
tion, but were unable to advance. Some 
of the fugitives were induced to return, 
and the Coloncl gave orders to the regu- 
lars to hold at all hazards the carried 
positions. Captain Bardot received an 
order to take up a position near the 
breach, and to fire shells into the vil- 
lage and the redoubt all through the 
night, in order to prepare the road for 
the movement in the morning. M. Mad- 
emba, a political agent of the Freuch 
and one of the most useful, was shot 
dead. The fire of the inhabitants con- 
tinued with violence, while that of the 
invaders was slackened in order tospare 
the ammunition. At 2:30 in the morn- 
ing a terrific war cry was heard, and 
the fire of the defenders beca.te more 
ffrious. They were advancing, and at 
short range they made a desperate 
charge upon the captured positions. It 
was a gallant sortie, but it was 
repulsed. At three o'clock or a 
little after another similar charge was 
made with the same result. At last the 
day broke. The situation was critical. 
The troops were exhausted, and many 
of the officers were wounded. However, 
the advance was made. The defenders 
of the redoubt were surrounded, but 
they fought on desperately, while they 
shouted insults at the invaders. Their 
resistance was hopeless, but they still 
kept it up. 

And here comes the most extraordi- 
nary portion of the story. The chief of 
the Ouosebougous, Bandiougou Diara, 
realizing his position, gathered his re- 
maining troops over the magazine, and 
rather than surrender blew himself and 
them toatoms. It was then only that 
the tabala ceased. But the resistance 
was still kept up in the village by the 
stragglers. Even the women took part 
in it, and some of the brave barbarians, 
when about to be made prisoners, shot 
themselves rather than be taken alive. 
They fought to the last man. 

If among the African tribes there are 
many more warriors like the Ouosebou- 
gous there will be some tough fighting 
in the Dark Continent before long. 
Any way, Bandiougou Diara was a hero. 

THERE is a wonderful well down near 
Del Norte. The force of the water 
brings up from the depths an occasional 
lump of native silver or a gold nugget. 
Local scientists claim that at a great 
depth and under enormous pressure the 
water is washing away a ledge of rock 
whose softer parts go into solution 
and give the water its mineral qualties, 
but whose gold and silver, not being 
dissolved, are brought to the surface in 
a metallic state. 

A Batpwis County, Florida, boy 
while swimming in the river was seized 
with an itching pain, which exhausted 
him immediately, and had it not been 
for his playmates present he would havé 
drowned. After coming out of the 
water his arms and body commenced to 
swell until the boy presented an in- 
human” appearance. Physicians were 
summoned, who were ata loss to know 
the cause of the boy’s peculiar condi- 
tion, but suppose he in some way came 
in contact with something poisonous. 
The sufferer continued to grow worse 
until death relieved him of his pains, 
which were very severe. 5

CURIOSITIES OF LAW. 


Prof. Mayne Menttons Some Thst Are 
Both Amusing and Interesting- 

From the town of Inverness, in Scot- 
land, we have taken this quaint pubiic 
notice, writes Prof. R E. Mayne in the 
Chicago Globe. It was not uncommon 
in oid Scotch towns, even within the 
present century, to have legal enact- 
ments made known by proclamation in 
the market square: 

„Ta hoy! Te thither ahoy! Ta hoy 
An’ ta hoy—whist! By 
command of his Majesty, King George, 
and her grace the Duke of Argyle! If 
anybody is found fishing about te loch, 
or below te loch, afore te loch, or ahint 
te loch, in te loch, aroun’ te loch, or 
about te loch, she is to be persecuded 
with three persecutions—first, she is to 
be burnt; syne, she’s to be drownt; an’ 
then to be hanght. An’ if she comes 
back she’s to be persecutet wi a far waur 
death. God save the King and her 
grace the Duke of Argyle.” 

One may not be surprised that many 
old-fashioned legal .institutions should 
still exist among the Britisb, who have 
received them with the greatest venera- 
tion from the dark ages of thei~ coun- 
try's history; but the same can hardly 
be said in favor of the States of the new 
world. In New Jersey, for instance, 
there is an unrepealed law to the follow- 
ing effect: 

„All women of whatever age, rank, 
profession or degree, whether virgins, 
maids or widows, who shall after this 
act impose upon, seduce or betray into 
matrimony any of his Majesty's sub- 
jectg by virtue of scents, cosmetics, 
washes, paints, artificial teeth, false 
hair or high-heeled shoes, shall incur 
the penalty of the law now in force 
agb ingt witchcraft and like misde- 

\Whatacheck it would be upon the 
postprandial flow of eloquence if this 
law enacted by Edward III. were still 
operative. Edward III. prohibited any 
man having more than twocourses at 
any meal. Each man was to have only 
two sorts of victuals, and it was pre- 
scribed how far one could mix sauce 
with his pottage, excepting on certain 
feast days, when three courses were al- 
lowed at a meal. 

If the same laws were now operative, 
a good deal of the after dinner gush at 
banquets would never be heard. 

In the reign of the English Charles 
II., the Chief Justice, whose record was 
both famous and infamous, hoodwinked 
his brother justices in declaring that to 
print or publish any new book or pamph- 
let of news whatsoever, is illegal; that 
itis a manifest intent to the breach of 
the peace, and they may be proceeded 
against by law foran illegal thing. 

Many years ago men could easily be 
found to give any evidence on oath that 
might be required, and some of these 
persons walked openly into court with a 
straw in one of their shoes, to signify 
that they wanted employment as wit- 
ness; hence originated the expression 
‘‘rie’s a man of straw.” An advocate or 
lawyer who wanted a convenient wit- 
ness knew by these signs where to find 
one, and the colloquy between the 
parties was brief. ‘Don’t you remem- 
ber?” said the advocate. The party 
looked deliberately at the fee, but made 
no sign of assent; then the fee in- 
creased, and with it his memory also. 
To be sure I do.” 

“Then come into court and swear it.” 
The only improvement which has grown 
out of this peculiar custom ison the part 
of the straw man. Nowadays your straw 
man will work for half the original fee. 

When pleading as an art was scarcely 
developed the courts used to hear suits 
against animals. By the old law of 
France, if a vicious animal killed a 
person and it was proved that his 
owner knew of. its propensity to kill, 
and suffered it to go at large, he 
was hanged, and the animal was also. 
In 1314 a bull having killed a man by 
tossing him with its horns was brought 
before the judge and indicted as a crim- 
inal. Afterseveral witnesses had sworn 
against it, the court condemned it to 
be hanged. This sentence was confirmed 
by an order of Parliament and carried 
into effect. 

Old historical books tell us that as late 
as 1650 the French had proper laws for 
the punishment of offensive rats, locusts, 
flies and leeches. This was going very 
far. To-day we shouldall be made very 
happy if some genius would devise and 
and put into practical working a law for 
the extermination of the mosquito.
